of big industry to farming, about 
what we talk much and do little.

AT ODDS WITH LABOR AGAIN 


Having taken it on the chin in his encounter with 


tbe American Federation of Labor on the score of 
federal appointments. President Hoover a^ain wel- 
comes the opportunity to match strength. The presi- 
dent late Friday afternoon announced he had named 
William N. Doak of Virginia to be secretary of the 
department of labor, succeeding James, J. Davis, who 
won a seat in the United States senate to the No- 
vember election. 
,

The appointment was made after William Green, 


president of the Labor Federation, had called person-' 
ally at the White House to voice the organization's op- 
position to Doak's selection. 


Whether the decision of Mr. Hoover to ignore la- 


bor's expressed wishes in choosing a member of his 
official family will precipitate a fight wlien the ap- 
pointment goes to the United States senate for con- 
firmation remains yet to be seen. In any event the 
president holds the upper hand in naming Doak. Ex- 
cept in the most rare instances, the senate has been 
chary in opposing cabinet selections. While the con- 
stitution provides cabinet officers shall be confirmed 
by'the senate, such action has been more or less of^a 
formality and properly should be. The'president has 
the right to name the men he desires to consult with 
in the cabinet, and except the appointee is notorious- 
ly unfitted for the post, the senate should confirm 
such appointments. Any other practice would make 
it impossible under certain con'ditions for the presi- 
dent to appo'nt a cabinet friendly to him and-in 
sympathy with his policies. 


It is far more likely the American Federation of 


Labor will merely gulp down its disappointment and 
wait for a more favorable opportunity to express Its 
disapproval. 


- The situation is far different than in the case of 
Judge Parker, the. North Carolina judge, named by 
Mr. Hoover for tbe supreme bench. Many questions 
affecting the labor unions come before the high court 
for review and judgment. The American Federation 
of Labor claimed that Judge Parker had shown hos- 
tility to the. cause of labor although the specific case 
which was cited merely applied a principle which had 
been established by ruling of tbe United States su- 
preme court some months before. It is entirely logi- 
cal and proper that the senate should be far more 
. subservient to the president's wishes in filling a cabi- 
net post than -in .selecting the personnel of the su- 
preme court. The judiciary is a coordinate branch 
of government, whose functions are in^no sense ad- 
ministrative; while the duties of cabinet officers are 
purely administrative. 
Responsibilty for the latter 


falls fully upon the shoulders of Mr. Hoover; In the 
event of popular disapproval it is possible to register 
that sentiment at the expiration of the term of office. 
But in the case of the supreme court judge,, appoint- 
ment runs for life, and the responsibility for the 
choice is jointly shared by the president and the 
senate. 
.' 


Finally it appears that the main objection which 


Mr. Green presented to the Hoover appointee was that 
he was not'a-member of the American Federation of 
Labor. It shatters a precedent because heretofore 
the post has been held always by a' member of that 
organization. At the same tune the new secretary 
has been closely associated with the labor movement. 
He has strved as legislative representative of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen and he has been 
the editor of the association's magazine. 


So far as Nebraska is concerned, it will have a 


peculiarly selfish disappointment for the people of 
this state had hoped Mr. Hoover would give the post

In the next congress, with only two or three votes 


making the difference between the majority and the 
minority in the house of repiesentalives, Nick Long- 
worth and his lieutenants are going to need the sup- 
port of every republican member. Included in the 
g. o. p. contingent are a score or more of so-called 
"insurgents" from Wisconsin and other states. With- 
out these, it would be impossible for the republicans 
to organize, the chamber, elect its officers, and de- 
termine the makeup of its standing committees. 


Such is the situation which has brought" about a di- 


rect reversal in the attitude of the group of men who 
have heretofore been running the lower house. For- 
merly they were hardboiled toward the insurgents; if 
the latter didn't like the way they were treated, they 
could lump it. Bills which Longworth didn't want 
passed were kept on his desk or handed over to some 
committee that could be depended on to keep them 
in close confinement. Only such measures as the 
"elder statesmen" saw fit to approve had any chance 
of passing, or even of being brought to a vote if there 
appeared to be any chance of any proposal going 
through without the organization'* O. K. But things 
are very different now. 


Chastened by the recent political landslide which 


has broken their grip on the next congress, the house 
speaker and his aides are already showing a disposi- 
tion to be much more reasonable than hitherto. They 
need those insurgent votes in order to hold their of- 
ficial status and prestige, and they are willing to make 
whatever terms may be necessary to get them. 


It would appear unseemingly, of course, for Speak- 


er Longworth personally to approach the recalcitrants, 
bearing .a white flag and requesting a suspension of 
hostilities. That would not comport with the dignity 
of his position nor with his habitually contemptuous 
disregard in the past of things they were interested in. 


So, Congressman Snell of the rules committee comes 


forward with the- announcement that he is favorable 
to bringing out the lame duck-constitutional amend- 
ment and the Muscle Shoals bill, heretofore held in 
cold storage, and allowing them to be voted upon by 
the house. Being close to Speaker Longworth and 
Floor Leader Tilson, it is assumed that Snell speaks 
for them also. 


The surrender of these proud and haughty states- 


men is most significant. Nothing of the kind would 
ever;have happened except for the fact that half a 
hundred of their followers went down to defeat in the 
late election and the very substantial republican ma- 
jority in the present congress was reduced to the 
vanishing point in the one which comes after it. Only 
because they must have every republican vote to re- 
tain control of the house have they pulled in their 
horns. The implied threat of a senate filibuster to 
force an extra session also helped to make them more 
reasonable. ^ 


It will be a new and novel experience of the insur- 


gents to have kisses lavished upon them by then- party 
brethren, instead of the kicks they are accustomed to 
But they should not allow themselves to be deluded 
with, the idea that the standpatters have suddenly ac- 
quired an affection for them. The Longworth crowd 
Is courting them only as a matter of necessity It is 
another case of Ko-Ko, the lord high executioner, 
making love to Katisha as his only alternative to be- 
ing boiled in oiL

I am interested in philosophy 
psychology, but as a student o 
architecture I have bad little op 
portunity to study them.

• ANSWER. 
There are two books on philbsoph> 
which should be suitable in your 
case. Leighton's "Field of Phiioso- 
phy" (Appleton), and Sellar's "Es 
sentials of Philosophy" (Macmillan) 
•Both are fairly certain to be in the 
local public library, and you woulc 
do well to look them over, choosing 
the one whose methods of treatmen 
appeal- to you. You may also see 
there other books of an elementary 
kind: such as J. H. W. Stucken- 
berg's "Introduction to Philosophy' 
—a book much hi use years ago, am 
still having pronounced merits. 
In 
psychology Professor E. L 
Tnorndike's "Elements of Psychol- 
ogy" (Seller, 1922), and Professor 
Munsterberg's "Psychology and Life' 
(Houghton, Miffin & Co.) should 
serve your purposes. The latter work 
has an excellent chapter on "Psy- 
chology and Art" which links the 
subject with your own profession.

QUESTION. 


Charlotte, N. C. 
I do not belong to any church, nor 


have I any., interest whatever in re- 
ligion, but since my child was born 
I feel a new situation has arisen. 
What does "christening" mean and 
what does it involve? It seems to be 
the 
thing to do, but why? How 


should I go about it? If it makes my 
daughter a member of a church 
then I must decline it. She must 
decide for herself when grown up* 


ANSWER. 
The liberal meaning of "christen- 
ing" is to anoint, but as generally 
used today it signifies baptism. 
The Christian-rite of baptism has 
a double significance: First, the for- 
mal naming of the child; second, its 
solemn dedication to God. A further 
and widespread meaning attached to 
it is the cleansing of the baptized 
child from the taint of original sin. 
In this sense, baptism symbolizes its 
divine regeneration by the Spirit of 
God. 


Of course some churches would 
sanction your child's baptism with-' 
out the implication that he thereby 
becomes a church member. But why 
should you obiect to her being an 
acknowledged member of a Christian 
church? Do you allow her to decide 
every questi9n for herself? Certainly 
not. Her discipline and education 
are your present responsibilities. 
Surely religion is an immense fac- 
tor in her life which deserves your 
careful consideration. 
Besides, how can your daughter 
choose wisely concerning matters of 


which she is Ignorant. She did not 
chocee her parents. She does not 
choose what to study, or even what 
to eat and drink. So if you decide 
to have her baptized, see to it that 
she is taught, as soon as she is able 
to. learn, the nature and meaning of 
the Sacrament. Do not treat her re- 
ligious training as something you 
can flirt with when so disposed, and 
then ignore or scarify. Get into it 
wholeheartedly or stay out -Of it 
altogether. - * * *

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AT ODDS WITH LABOR AGAIN 
Having taken it on the chin in hLs encou nter with 
the American Federation o f Labor on the score of 
federal ap p ointments. President Hoover ao’ain wel­ 
comes the op nortu nitv to match strength. The p resi­ 
dent late Friday afternoon annou nced he had named 
William N. Donk of Virginia to be secretary of the 
dep artment of labor, su cceeding James J. Davis, who 
won a seat in the United States senate in the No­ 
vember election. 
The ap p ointment was made after William Green, 
p resident o t the Labor Federation, had called p erson­ 
ally at the White Hou se to voice the arganUHttion’i op ­ 
p osition to Doak’s selection. 
Whether tite decl.slon of Mr. Hoover to Ignore la­ 
bor’s exp retaed wtshes In choosing a member of his 
official family will p reclnitate a fight wlien the ap ­ 
p ointment iroe.s to the United 8tate.s .senate for con­ 
firmation remains yet to be seen. In any event the 
p re.sident holds the u p p er hand In naming Doak. Ex­ 
cep t in the most rare instancoi. the .senate has been 
chary in op p osing cabinet aelection.s. WhUe the con­ 
stitu tion p rovides cabinet officers shall be confirmed 
by the senate, su ch action has been more or le.ss of^ a 
formality and p rop erly shou ld be. The "p resident haB 
the right to name the men he desires to cimsu lt with 
In the cabinet, and excep t the ap p ointee is notoriou s­ 
ly u nfitted for the pcHst. the senate shou ld ccmftrm 
su ch ap p ointments. Arty other p ractice wou ld make 
It imp ossible u nder certain conditions for the p resi­ 
dent to kp p o'nt a cabinet friendly to him and in 
symp athy with his p olicies. 
It is far more likely the American Federation of 
Labor will merely gu lp down its diHap p ointment and 
wait for a more favorable op p ortu nity to exfNess it« 
dlsai;q)roval. 
The situ ation is far different than in the case of 
Ju dge Parker, the. North Carolina ju dge, named by 
Mr. Hoover for the su p reme bench. Many qu estkma 
affecting the labor u nions come before the high cou rt 
for review and ju dgment. The American Federation 
of Labor claimed that Ju dge I^rker had shown hos­ 
tility to the cau se of labor althou gh the sp ecific case 
which was cited merely ap p lied a p -lncip le which had 
been established by ru ling of the United States su - 
p renre cou rt some months before. It is entirely logi­ 
cal and p rop er that the senate shou ld be far more 
su bservient to the p resident’s wishes in filling a cabi­ 
net p ost than In selecting the p ersonnel of the su - 
iweme cou rt. 
The ju diciary is a coordinate branch 
of government, who.se fu nctions are in no sense ad­ 
ministrative; while the du ties of cabinet officers u e 
p u rely administrative. 
Resp onslbilty for Uie latter 
falls fu lly u p on the shou lders of Mr. Hoover; In the 
event of p op u lar disap iwoval it is p ossible to register 
that sentiment at the exp iration of the term of office. 
Bu t in the case of the su p reme cou rt ju dge, ap p ttnt- 
ment ru ns for life, and the resp onsibility for the 
choice is jointly shared by the p esldent and the 
senate. 
Finally it ap p ears that the main objectlcm which 
Mr. Green p resented to the Hoover ap p ointee was that 
he was not a member of the American Federation of 
Labor. It shatters a i» ecedent becau se heretofore 
the p ost hfta been held always by a member of that 
organisation. 
At the same time the new secretary 
has been tlosely associated with the labor movement- 
He has s« rved as legislative rep resentative of the 
Brotherhood of Railrcu id Trainmen and he has been 
the editor of the association’s magazine. 
So far as Nebraska is concerned, it will have a 
p ecu liarly selfish disap p ttntment for the p eop le of 
this state had hcqred Mr. Hoover wou ld give the p ort 


LONGWOR'TR A CO. MORE REASONABLE. 
In the iwxt congress, with only two or three votes 
making the difference between the majority and the 
minority in the hou se of rep icsentatives. Nick Long- 
worth and his lieu tenants are going to need the su p ­ 
p ort of every rep u blican member. Inclu ded in the 
g. o. p . contingent are a score or more of so-called 
“insu rgents” from Wisconsin and other states, With­ 
ou t the.se, it wou ld be imp ossible for the rep u blicans 
to organize the chamber, elect its officers, and de­ 
termine the makeu p of its stamling committees. 
Su ch is thie situ ation which has brou ght abou t a di­ 
rect reversal in the attitu de of the grou p of men who 
have heretofore been ru nning the lower hou ae. Piw- 
merly they were hardboUed toward the insu rgents; if 
the latter didn’t like the way they were treated, they 
cou ld lu mp it. Bills which Longworth didn’t want 
p a.ssed were kep t on his desk or handed over to some 
committee that cou ld be dep ended on to keep them 
in close confinement. 
Only su ch measu res as the 
“elder statesmen” saw fit to ap p rove had any chance 
of p assing, or even of being brou ght to a vote if there 
ap p eared to be any chance of any p rop osal going 
throu gh withou t the organization’s O. K. Bu t things 
are very different now. 
Chastened by the recent p oUtlcal landslide which 
has broken their grip on the next congress, the hou se 
sp eaker and his aides are already showing a disp osi­ 
tion to be mu ch moré reasonable than hitherto. They 
need those insu rgent votes In order to hold their of­ 
ficial statu s and p restige, and they are willing to make 
whatever terms may be nec^sary to get them. 
It w(Mild ap p ear u nseemingly. of cou rse, for l^ieak- 
er Longworth p wsonmlly to ap p roach the recalcitrants, 
bearing a white flag and requ esting a su sp ension of 
hostilities. That wou ld not comp ort with the dignity 
of his p osition nor with his habitu ally contemp tu ou s 
disregard In the p ast of things they were interested in. 
So, Congressman Snell of the ru les committee comes 
forward with the annou ncement that he is favorable 
to bringing ou t the lame du ck institu tional amend­ 
ment and the Mu scle Shoals bill, heretofore held In 
cold storage, and allowing them to be voted u p on by 
the hou se. 
Being close to Sp eaker Longworth and 
Floor Leader Tllson, it is assu med that Snell sp eaks 
for them al.so. 
The su rrender of these p rou d and hau ghty states­ 
men Is most significant. Nothing of the kind wou ld 
ever have hap p ened excep t for the fact that half a 
hu ndred of their followers went down to defeat in the 
late election and the very su bstantial rep u blican ma­ 
jority in the p resent congress was redu ced to the 
vanishing p oint in the one which comes after it. Only 
becau se they mu st have every rep u blican vote to re­ 
tain control of the hou se have they p u lled in their 
horns. TTie Imp lied ttireat of a senate fillbiu ter to 
force an extra session also help ed to make them more 
reasonable. 
It will be a new and novel exp erience of the insu r­ 
gents to have kisses lavished u p on them by their p arty 
brethren, instead of the kicks they are accu stomed to. 
Bu t they shou ld not allow themselves to be delu ded 
with the Idea that the standp atters have su ddenly ac­ 
qu ired an affection for them. The Longworth crowd 
is cou rting them only as a matter of necessity, 
it is 
another case of Ko-Ko. the lord high execu tioner, 
making love to Katisha aa his only alternative to be­ 
ing boiled in oU.

In this sense, bap tism symbolizes its 
divine regeneration by the Sfdrit of 
God. 
Of cou rse some chu rches wou ld 
.sanction you r child’s bap tism with­ 
ou t the imp lication that he thereby 
becomes a chu rch member. Bu t why 
shou ld you obiect to her being an 
acknowledged member of a Christian 
chu rch? Do ycu allow her to decide 
every qu estion for herself? Certainly 
not. Her discip line and edu cation 
are you r p resent resp on.sibllities. 
Su rely religion is an immense fac­ 
tor in her life which deserves you r 
carefu l consideration.

'From 1919 to 1921,"ho was associated 
with Victor Wilson, p. former mem- 
ber of the commission, in a private 
business relative to railroad and cor- 
poration matters. 


As a member of the commission, 


he carried on numerous important 
investigations. He was instrumental 
in preparing data which led to a 
general reduction in class rates in 
Nebraska in 1914, that resulted in 
an 
annual savins to Nebraska 
shippers for several years of ap- 
proximately $500,000. 


He drafted all the technical re- 
quirements for data to be presented 
to the railway commission, Includ- 
ing accounting rules and reports of 
carriers. He participated in all 
major cases before the interstate 
commerce commission in which Ne- 
braska was involved, his evidence 
often being a major factor in gain- 
ing recognition for Nebraska's posi- 
tion. 


Many Important Cases. 


Other important cases in which 
he played an important role were 
the case in 1917 which affected pas- 
senger fares in the whole western 
area of the country; a general re- 
adjustment of freight rates in 1915; 
the express rate adjustment of 1922 
which saved Nebraskans an esti- 
mated $50,900 to $100,000, and the 
railway mail pay case after the war 
when a general investigation was 
made into the pay to which rail- 
roads were entitled for carrying 
mail. 


More recently he was Instru- 
mental' in preparing evidence in 
connection with the adjustment of 
class rates and grain rates, includ- 
ing the grain rate adjustment re- 
cently approved by the interstate 
commerce commission which is ex- 
pected to saveNebraska farmers two 
million dollars annually in shipping 
their grain. 


He was chairman of many com- 
mittees appointed by the interstate 
commerce commission for general 
investigation of rate structures, and 
headed numerous accounting com- 
mittees. He was an authority on 
cost figures on railroad operation.

He 1"'^ 
particular emphasis on regulation 
prohibiting the creating of preju- 
dice against any individual or plac- 
ing anyone at a disadvantage. 
Robert "Van Pelt, representing at- 
torney General C. A. Sorensen as 
one of the plaintiffs, 
and C. J. 
Campbell, representing Harry La- 
pidus and Irvin. Stalmaster. the 
other two plaintiffs, both contended 
that their petitions 
contained 
nothing involving federal laws. 
They cited cases to show that un- 
less basis for federal jirrisdic&on 
was shown in the original petitions 
themselves, no other arguments can 
be used.

Petitions Quoted. 


Beghtol countered with quota- 
tions from the petitions slating 
that KFAB had an audience of ap- 
proximately 200,000 persons located ' 
within a radios of about 2,000 miles,

Jayhawks Again Told 


Must Change Tactics 


Or Step Out of Fold 


Action of the Big Six conference meeting of university 


presidents, faculty representatives and athletic directors at 
Kansas City Friday, affirmed the recent faculty delegate 
action relative to the Kansas athletic situation. 
This was 


the report brought back to Lincoln Saturday by Nebraska 
representatives in attendance at the meeting. 


A resolution passed at the meeting placed a stamp of ap- 


proval on the recent conference action regarding the Bausch 
case and in effect gave the Jayha^kers the option of clean- 
ing house with their athletic program or withdrawing from 
the Big Six circle. This is the interpretation placed by Ne- 
braska representatives. The Friday action followed a gen- 
eral show-down at the Kaysee meet. It is understood the 
Kansas athletic officials will relay the information to the 
Jayhawker athletic board, that group taking final action be- 
fore the annual fall meeting of the conference scheduled for 
next week in Kansas City. 


Press reports from Kansas City, 
which apparently have been trying 
to "cover up" the Jayhawker situa- 
tion indicated Friday night -the 
meeting had "reached no decision." 


Thompson In Statement. 


Dean T. J. Thompson, Nebraska 
conference faculty representative 
who was 4n attendance afc the Fri- 
day meeting, does not agree with 
the press reports out of Kansas City. 
"It was my opinion at the time 
the vote was taken and it is my 
understanding that the action taken 
at the conference of presidents, 
representatives and directors held 
in Kansas City yesterday was quite 
significant jn at least two respects," 
Dean Thompson said Saturday 
noon. 
"First, the meeting affirmed the 
action,of the faculty representatives 
taken about a month or more ago; 
and in the second place, it empha- 
sized the fa,ct that activities of ath- 
letic enthusiasts inside and outside 
of an institution who in any way 
subsidize or recruit young men from 
high schools and from other insti- 
tutions not only may do the young 
men untold harm and detract from 
the purpose of clean intercollegiate 
athletics, but also may do an insti- 
tution irreparable harm. 


Fight For Amateurism. 


"It simply means that hi the fu- 
ture as in the past the Big Six con- 
ference means to insist on main- 
taining its athletics as free from 
professionalism and unfair prac- 
tices that grow out of the same as 
it is possible for it to do." 
Regarding the progress of the 
meeting, Thompson explained he 
went to the gathering with much 
trepidation, but that he believes a 
considerable feeling of understand- 
ing was developed which will be of 
increasing value as time goes on. 


Ten-Hour Session. 
KANSAS CITY, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Eligibility of the University of Kan- 
sas to compete in Big Six athletics 
in 1931 was undetermined today 
after a ten-hour session of confer- 
ence of officials. 
At the conclusion of the session 
here yesterday announcement was 
forthcoming that final decision had 
been left to a further meeting next 
week. 


Conference officials recently vot- 
ed to ostracize Kansas after this 
academic year for alleged subsidi- 
zation of athletics. Kansas officially 
has denied violation of any rules of 
the conference. 


A resolution was adopted which 


will prevent athletics from accept- 
ing "advance payment or guarantee 
of salary from any source." 


Hits at Jayhawkers 
"Jarring Jim Bausch of Kansas 
who draws a salary of $75 a month 
from an insurance company was 
the storm center of the investiga- 
tion of Gig Six affairs which led to 
ostracizing Kansas recently. 
Yesterdays" meeting, which in- 
cluded heads of the universities, 
faculty athletic representatives and 
athletic directors 
from 
Kansas, 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Iowa State, 
Nebraska and the Kansas Agri- 
cultural school, adjourned after 12 
hours discussion. 
The resolution which was passed 
unanimously, will prevent athletes 
from accepting a job such as that 
held by Jim Bausch of Kansas. 
Acceptance of a subsidy to bind 
a contract for work after gradua- 
tion such as admitted by William 
H. Meissinger, athletic star of the 
Kansas State 'Agricultural College, 
also was outlawed. The resolution 
reads:
